President Eisenhower, by his proper 
veto of a military construction bill, has 
brought sharply to the attention of the 
American people the altogether admira- 
ble features: of our Constitution—the 
checks and balances between the execu- 
tive, the judicial and the legislative 
branches of government. 

“This procedure (of the bill) would 
destroy the clear lines of responsibility 
between the executive and legislative 
which the Constitution provides,” said the 
President in his veto message. 

American citizens cannot too often be 
reminded of the really fortuitous and 
marvelous functioning of our form of 
constitutional government. The tug and 
pull between the three departments make 
up much of our history of government. 
There has hardly been a time in the 
history of our constitutional system that 
at least one of the three departments has 
not been in conflict with one or both of 
the other. 

The halls of the House and Senate 
reverberate with great frequency to crit- 
icism. The executive is charged with at- 
tempting to be or of being “too power- 
ful.”” The Supreme Court is attacked as 
“usurping powers” which do not belong 
to it. The legislative is often criticized 
for not exercising its “rights” or for in- 
vading the domain of the executive. 

There is much irresponsibility in poli- 
tics and there is more of this in an elec- 
tion year or in times of great controversy. 

One of the most frequent charges made 
against the Supreme Court is that it has 
“violated the Constitution.” While one 
may believe very strongly that the court 
has violated what one considers to be 
the spirit of the Constitution, it cannot 
violate that document because the court 
merely interprets it. 

Should the court usurp powers which 
do not properly belong to it, the remedy 
is in the legislative powers of Congress. 

The’ Founding Fathers, with great 
genius, gave us a document which so well 
sets out the powers of each branch that 
our government can live without basic 
change through a period of transition into 
the complexity of an industrial, urban 
society. 

It is not without significance that ours 
is the oldest written Constitution in the 
world. |

As citizens we should ever be thankful 
to the Founding Fathers for their God- 
given wisdom. 

None would say there should not be 
criticism of any one or all three of our 
branches of government. The right to 
criticism is guaranteed by the Constitu- 
tion and should be exercised. 

But no thoughtful citizen: who wishes 
to see his country’s three basic institu- 
tions remain healthy should be so irre- 
sponsible as to mislead the people into 
thinking the checks and balances no 
longer work. The President has shown 
us they do. We may react in strong pro- 
test at their actions we dislike but the 
three branches remain strong. The ad- 
mirable checks and balances still work.

The addition of 8,000 seats to the 
west stands at Grant Field is good news 
to Georgia Tech’s bonafide alumni as 
well as the many thousands of non- 
alumni who take a proprietary interest 
in the school’s football teams.

The Senate has approved an amend- 
ment that would increase federal grants 
to the social security program. 

If approved by the House, the blind, 
the destitute, aged and disabled will have 
their incomes increased. In Georgia, for 
instance, maximum benefit payments 
could be upped fram $55 to $65 monthly. 

State Welfare Diréctor Alan Kemper 
has reported that he believes sufficient 
state funds are available to match the 
possible increase in federal funds. Cer- 
tainly, if they are not, the General As- 
sembly will find a way. 

Broadening the social security “ pro- 
gram not only is humane, but it should 
be good business in a state whose income 
depends so largely on the sales tax. In- 
creasing the buying power of those who 
live on the thinnest of margins should add 
something more than a trickle to the flow 
in the channels of trade. 

As for its inflationary tendencies, 
this increase in the fixed incomes of the 
old and disabled still leaves them be- 
hind the more fortunate ones who can 
go out and scramble for their living.

Steel Union, Management 
Overlook Fundamental Truth 


Last fall there was a fire at the metal working plant nearby our 


village. The area of damage was 


small. But between the fire and 


the firemen, most of the key motors, the central electrical switch- 
board and much intricate wiring was damaged. The result was that 
the plant was shut down several weeks for repairs. 


The community took all this in 
its stride. Most of the workers 
had some savings to tide them 
over and the merchants were a 
little more generous with their 
credit. The company persuaded 
its customers to accept delay. 
When work was resumed the 
plant went full blast and it was 
a satisfactory Christmas after 
all. 

Still, no one in the village was 
under any illusion that the fire 
was something of small conse- 
quence. The fact remained that 
for weeks plant and employes 
were idle. The men had less 
wages, the plant less sales, the 
customers less goods. ‘These 
things could no more be wholly 
recovered without cost than a 
man can recapture a lost hour. 

Yet there seem to be a good 
many people around these days 
who talk as if the current nation- 
wide steel strike were not any- 
thing to be concerned about. The 
strike is now in its third week 
and neither the union nor man- 
agement appear in any hurry to 
talk terms. 

In some places there is even 
heard the argument that the 
strike, if not too prolonged, may 
be a ‘‘good thing.’’ Labor will 
get a raise in hourly pay rates 
after it is over. Steel inventories 
will have been readjusted. Or- 
ders will pour in. Afterwards the 
plants will hum more vigorously 
than before. 

Now there is no question that 


there are better and worse times 
to have avstrike. The conse- 
quences of one now will doubtless 
be less than one in the midst of 
a great steel shortage or at a 
time when the employes were 
already in economic straits. 


It is also true that steel is not 
a commodity that has to be used 
now or not at all. 


Yet all this is not the same 
thing as suggesting that this idle- 
ness is not costly. You can add 
statistics how you will, multiply 
and divide them or cross-fertilize 
them with index numbers, but 
when you are all through there 
remains the fact that for a cer- 
tain number of weeks the steel 
plants of the nation will have 
been producing nothing of value. 


For weeks—who knows how 
many?—the men will get no 
wages, the mills will get no in- 
come, the nation will get no steel 
from cold blast furnaces. After- 
wards, if the mills grind hard 
enough, the companies may get 
higher prices, the employes get 
higher wages and the nation get 
steel at a faster rate. But that 
doesn’t mean we shall ever catch 
up. 

If the “catching up’ theory 
were true, then any sensible na- 
tion would work its way to great- 
er prosperity by closing down its 
plants for several weeks every 
vear. And we would measure in- 
dustrial progress not by tons pro 
duced but by idle hours.

1. They see a fine cnance of 
holding control of both branches 
of Congress in November’s elec- 
tion, whatever happens about the 
presidency, and a divided party 
could muss up that opportunity. 

2. By staying in the party and 
working from within, responsible 
Southern leaders see a much bet- 
ter chance to get the party to 
espouse an integration policy 
shaped for gradual accomplish- 
— than by huffily walking 
out. 

One thing that has moderated 
Southern leaders and made them 
cautious is the confusion about 
how they should proceed in a way 
best for their own people, white 
and Negro, and for the national 
interest in what they now recog- 
nize is the biggest problem that 
has confronted them in their en- 
tire political careers. There is 
much soul-searching and many 
heart-to-heart talks among re- 
sponsible leaders trying to find 
the way. . 

“We are going to Chicago in a 
spirit of moderation to seek some 
way out of our problem without 
acting violently,”’ one thoughtful 
Southern leader said. 

*‘We want to stay in the party 
and to settle this problem within 
the party, if that is possible.”

Venture 


Last night a play called “The Chalk Garden,” a this-season 
hit on the New York stage, opened for a six-nights-and-a-matinee 
run in the ballroom of the Atlanta Woman's Club. It opened with 
a professional cast from New York in the highly popular arena 
or theater-in-the-round medium. 

As this is written I haven't seen the play, but I have seen 
Joe Kennedy, the man responsible for its appearance here, and if 
Atlanta has any awards to dispense for daring young men of cour- 
age and vision, I nominate Mr. Kennedy. 


Joe Kennedy is a science teacher at Joe Brown High School. 


And he is so enamoured of the theater himself and so convinced 
that Atlanta deserves a resident company of professionals (even 
as Houston and Dallas) that he has gambled years of hard work 
and his entire savings to launch the Atlanta Arena Playhouse, 

It is, so far as I can learn, a unique one-man venture, 

Of course it has the support of a great many Atiantans who 
love the theater, as well as members of the Atlanta Woman's 
Club, who were so charmed by the idea that they persuaded peo 
ple who had booked the Air-conditioned ballroom for this summer 
to relinquish it to Mr. Kennedy, his actors and his audiences. 


But in the main it is Joe Kennedy’s baby. I asked him how it 
started. 

‘‘Probably when I first got a taste of acting at old Boys High,’ 
the 37-year-old schoolteacher said, smiling. ‘“‘} was in a one-act 
play called ‘The Shooting of Dan McGrew’ in the City Audi- 
torium about 1935 or 1936—and I never got over it!”’ 

From Boys High, Mr. Kennedy went to Auburn where he 
studied the drama and participated in college productions, He has 
spent every free moment since then studying plays and production 
and getting practical experience in such places as Margo Jones’ 
Theater-in-the-Round in Dallas, the Houston theater and the New 
England straw hat circuit. Last summer he launched his maiden 
voyage as a producer with the Seaside Theater out-of-doors in 
Ormond Beach, Fla. It employed the talents of New York Equity 
»srofessionals, except for the allowed one-third of local people, and 
yas such a success that Mr. Kennedy was emboldened to try a 
summer theater in Atlanta. 

The Arena Playhouse is the result. 

“Atlanta has three good amateur theatrical groups,’’ Mr 
Kennedy said. “It supports the Theater-Under-the Stars so well 
that it has almost become an institution. And we support good 
music. We are just deficient in good professional theater, and I be- 
lieve our town will support, a resident company just as DaHas 
and Houston and many even smaller cities do.” 


Joe Kennedy has passed up the star system for several rea- 
sons, a couple of them financial. A star not only costs too much 
for the small theater, but ordinarily dictates the choice of plays, 
ending up with a series of vehicles instead of the best plays 
available, he thinks. For that reason he plans to stick to expe- 
rienced, talented performers who are sent out by the Stage and 
Arena Guild of America, a tough professional’ group. He will draw 
some performers from the local amateur groups but the bulk 
of his talent lies in 10 professionals from New York. 


The great charm in a local summer theater, I think, lies in its 
opportunities for experiment. Mr. Kennedy is sticking to Broad- 
way hits for this season—‘'Picnic,’’ ‘‘Bad Seed,” ‘Anniversary 
Waltz,”’ ‘‘Tender Trap,’’ ‘‘Anastasion,”’ ‘‘Fifth Season” and Solid 
Gold Cadillac "’ But in the coming years he hopes to produce 
at least one new play by a Southern author each season, perhaps 
finding them in contests conducted through colleges. Margo Jones 
set a distinguished precedent for this by discovering and first 
producing Tennessee Williams. 

It is a brave venture and all of us who love the theater hope 
it will be a successful one. The way to make sure is to go and ap- 
plaud—or jeer, as the case may be. Either way, the curtain goes 
up each night at 8:30.
